and reports reached free state head- 
quarters that loyal outposts had been 
attacked. 


No considerable movement of cith- 


er rebel or free state troops was ap- 
parent, most of the firing, apparently 
taking place from fixed posts. 


Arthur Griffith, Collins, 
DeValera 


and some of the clergy were to meet 
in an effort to effect a truce in south- 
ern Ireland. 


REBELS BEATEN OFF 


Robf>l assaults upon the free stale 


headquarters, the town hall, the tele- 
phone exchange and upon provisional 
government patrols in Dublin early 
Thursday wore beaten off, after heavy 
exchangees of rifle fire. 


Volleys of rifle tire were exchanged 


between rebel bands and riflemen in 
an armored 
lorry, filled with free 


state troops at O'Conncll bridge, in 
the very center of the Irish capital. 


The car was riddled with bullets and 


four free state troopers wounded. 


Free state headquarters 
in upper 


Merrion 
street 
were 
subjected to 


simultaneous attacks from the front 
and roar. 


CITY HALL ATTACKED 


The city hall was attacked by mu- 


tineers but little damage was done to 
tho building and there were no cas- 
ualties in heavy 
exchanges of rifle 


fire. 


Tho telephone 
exchange was the 


principal objective of the insurgents. 
but they fj*und H'heavily "guarded by 
free staters who beat them off. with 
the loss of only one man who was 
wounded. 


A police patrol in Graf ton street 


was fired upon from the roofs. Caught 
in the ambush, the patrol miraculous- 
ly escaped without loss. 


"Rebels, emerging from their barri- 


cades at the Four Courts captured a 
lorry <'arrving munitions. 


OFFICIAL COMMUNIQUE 


An official communique, issued by 


the free state provisional government 
Thursday said: 


"Mutineers, during tho night, seized 


and transported to the Four Courts a 
consignment of commercial explosives, 
including 350 pounds of relignite, 90 
pounds of blasting 
powder 
and a 


quantity of detonators and fuses."

blast and many were killed, according 
to reports. 


One shell, hundreds of Which flew in 


all directions following the first ex- 
plosion, burst after hitting a church. 


Hundreds of persons, mainly chil- 


dren, were said to have been buried. 


Part of the town where the explo- 


sion occurred is in ruins.

The allies should not be surprised that 


Germany and Russia have taken the bit in 
their months and leaped over the traces 
at Genoa. 
Certainly it is no surprise to 


America. 
European policies, as they 


have affected Russia and Germany sep- 
arately, have had the inevitable effect of 
bringing them together. 
Their problems 


and trials, in certain respects similar, 
have at least sentimentally united them 
on common ground. 
Face TO face -with 


starvation, with empty treasuries and 
worthless fiat money, and no help coming 
from the outside world, they have natural- 
ly looked to each other in their mutual 
adversities. 


It does not matter that in their future 


national development German and Rus- 
sian interests may not coincide or that the 
socialistic tendencies of Germany are er- 
roneously confused with the communism 
of Russia, temporary circumstances are 
in the ascendancy. 
Germany, unable, to 


balance her budget, has looked in vain to 
the allies for concessions that would light- 
en the reparations burden. 
Russia has 


looked in vain for that recognition by 
other nations that would give her a mar- 
ket for her productions and enable her to 
reestablish a profitable commerce, coupled 
with the barter of valuable concessions. 
The fears and Suspicions of France on the 
one hand, and the determination of the 
powers not to recognize the irresponsible 
and -confibcatory soviet 
government of 


Russia on the other hand, have impelled 
these two outcasts toward each other as 
comrades in distress. 


The allies may force Russia and Ger- 


many to modify the Rapallo agreement, al- 
though with the single exception that its 
most favored nations r-lause is in conflict 
with the Paris treaty of peace, we fail to 
see wherein it is objectionable or where it 
goes beyond the sovereign rights of the 
principals. 
To exclude either or both oE 


'them from the conference meetings will 
frustrate the purposes of the conference, 
because nothing comprehensive or perma- 
nent touching the icstoration of Europe 
can be brought about which fails to em- 
brace these unfortunate if somewhat ob- 
streperous 
worthies. 
The 
conference 


might as well adjourn and go home as to 
bar Germany and Russia. 


Jf Russia rail be influenced to give pro- 


per guarantees for the observance of her 
international obligations, the recognition 
of her debts, -etc., if the questions of repa- 
rations and disarmament can be even in- 
formally approached, it ought to be pos- 
sible to accommodate the 
differences 


•which have arisen over the Rapallo treaty 
through its modification. 
The great ques- 


tion still is whether the main objects of 
the conference can be reached. 
If they 


can be we may expect to see Germain- and 
Russia revise their understanding so that 
it will accord with the general conclu- 
sions. 


Naturally France and Germany are ex- 


cited about the Rapallo affair, but it is 
more than probable- that they have let 
their imaginations get the better of thfm 
in their haste to estimate its significance 
and future possibilities. Anything of this 
character is always upsetting in Europe. 
Its affairs have so long been governed by 
secret treaties that the, phantom of some 
underhanded deal never ceases 1o cloud 
the atmosphere. 
Public opinion in this 


country will not take the incident so seri- 
ously, but will rather expect the resource- 
ful Lloyd George, to extricate the allies 
from the momentarily disconcerting1 sit- 
uation.

Besides accidental and intentional poisoning 1)V 


illuminating gas, there are many other sources of 
carbon monoxide poisoning to which we are exposed 
nowadays. Nearly every one knows something of 
the danger from carbon monoxide poisoning from 
the exhaust of an automobile or other gasoline en- 
gine running in a closed place. Men working about 
blast and coke furnaces are often gassed with car- 
bon monoxide. Leaky gas stoves, gas irons or man- 
tles; gas stoves without flue connection; or a coat 
stove or furnace, with leaky flue; or a coal stove 
with fire banked and drafts shut off for the night 
may give off enough of this colorless, tasteless and 
odorless gas to wipe out h£e. 


Carbon monoxide displaces the oxygen in 
the 


hemoglobin of the blood, thus preventing the tissues 
and cells from getting their necessary supply of ox- 
ygen. 


One who is being gassed yawns, grows sleepy 


and weary, has a dull headache with a feeling of 
pressure on the forehead, perhaps some dizziness 
and anusea. Confusion and unconsciousness follow 


j if rescue is not prompt. A peculiar sensation of loss 
of power in the knees, which causes the victim to 
become "frozen" in his tracks and to fail to attempt 
flight, is characteristic in many instances. 


When exposure is prolonged or frequent, and the 


amount of carbon monoxide absorbed is very slight, 
the victim complains of unnatural languor or weari- 
ness, headaches, palpitation, and poor memory or 
loss of former mental alertness. Disturbances of 
digestion, impaired appetite, or repulsion for food, 
and restless sleep are also frequent complaints of 
garage employes and others whose occupation fav- 
ors exposure to carbon monoxide in small amounts.

tein putrefactive decomposition in the intestine. For 
flavor, many prefer fresh whole milk, first boiled 
five minutes, then cooled to blood warmth
